Mr. Scott came to Hongkong about ‘a aonts ago 
on a holiday and partly to obtain treatment for an 
‘ ear.ailment which developed trom considerable travell- 
ing by \air,. While in hospital, it. was discovered that 
he had incipient appendicitis, and a successful opera-" . 
tion was performed last week. Mr. Scott expects to re- ° 
‘turn to the interior in about a ‘fortnight.’ 


The original base of Operations

* » Scott belongs was Hankow. After 


the fall of that city, however, the 
centre was. transferred to Chang- 
sha, but removal, was found neces- 
sary after only a week, and the 
administration was transferred to

This has been accomplished 
‘In. a very ‘successful’ measure 
by subsidising local hospitals 
and. relief centres in various ' 
alfected areas throughout the 
country, The Society has made 
arrangements with these bos~ | 
pitals. to allocate certain num- 
bers of beds for ‘treatment of ” 
those who need relief; and 
payment is made at the rate 
of 50 cents per day for each 
occupied bed. 
. The ‘Boclety © ‘has throughout 
‘Managed’ to reserve enough funds 
"for the Support of these hospitals 
for a period of at least three 
“months, so that there might be no 
sudden stoppage ‘of the good work.
